Buropeans and Earasians in this country, who are in the receipt of high 
salaries as public servants, but who practically do not pay any tax. If their 
pockets are touched, they will combine with the natives, and until such 
combinations take place, the natives will fail to secure anything 
substantial.

Lord Hartington’s reply to the deputation ‘ 
of the Manchester Chamber of Commerce that recently waited upon 
him on the subject of the Indian cotton duties has produced great uneasi- 
ness in the minds of the people of India. If the Secretary of State 
and the Chamber of Commerce had been explicit enough to declare that 
in the interests of Manchester the Indian cotton duties must be repealed, 
there would have been cause for. wailing, but not for recurring to the 
subject. Now not only does Manchester or Lord Hartington not do 
this, but putting aside all conscience and modesty they put on the guise of 
philanthropy, and loudly proclaim to the world that the repeal of the cotton 
duties will benefit the people of India, who, however, do not seem 
to see this. This is the substance of Lord Hartington’s reply. Now 
to what extent, it may be asked, has India benefitted by the remission of 
the duty on the coarser species of Manchester piece-goods. The prices 
continue to be the same as before, and the average purchaser does not feel 
the least difference. Manchester alone has gained by the measure. On the 


contrary, even a rise in the price of these articles would not be felt as 2 


a burden by the people of India, inasmuch as it would be simply an in- } 
direct tax. The cloth mills of Bombay are an eyesore to the Lancashire 
merchants. ‘The Liberal leaders at one time strongly condemned the license- 
tax, but it continues under their rule, and Lord Hartington has not said 
one word as to the desirability of repealing it. Alas! how dangerous is 
power! And now the cotton duties it seems must be done away with, and 
in lieu thereof a tax is to be imposed, which will suck dry the very life-blood 
of the people. This is benefiting India! This is the justice of the Liberal 
Government ! Save India from such friends!
